EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Standing by San Francisco 
Roosevelt a Plagiarist 


T 


HE Newlands resolution which proposed an 


inqriry into the feasibility of extending 


national aid to San Francisco was unanimously 
re jected by the Finance Committee of the senate. 
The legislative body which assists private syndi-' 
cates to build railroads in the Philippine Islands, * 
and rich corporations to extend their steamship 
lines, deems it "not expedient" to lend aid in the 
construction of the grsat metropolis of the Pa- 
cific. 


The fact remains that Senator Newlands act- 


ed promptly and biavely in the matter, and that 
his action was in the highest degree creditable 
to the state which he represents. 
Nor did his 


action end with the introduction of the resolution 
referred to. Days before he knew the verdict of 
the committee, he had gone to New York to urge 
the claims of San Francico upon the most influ- 
ential financiers, and the present indications are 
that most valuable results will flow from his la- 
bor in this direction. 


The people of Nevada and of San Francisco 


should understand that Senator Newlands has 
been moved in what he has undertaken purely by 
motives of public good. He has expressly stated, 
both on the floor of the senate and in newspaper 
interviews, that he and the interests he represents 
asks no public aid in any form in rebuilding the 
valuable property they lost in the disaster. They 
are perfectly able to take care of themselves. But 
representing a state which is the nearest neigh- 
bor of California, and a people united to those 
of San Francisco by ties of blood, of commerce, 
and of tradition, he exerted his utmost efforts to 
help the stricken city in the hour of its extremity. 


It goes without saying that Nevada is as 


proud of his action as California is grateful for 
it
